Dr. Charles IL Boehm, superin­ 
tendent of Bucks County schools, 
is of the opinion that un elem entary 
school will be required for every 
unit of 1400 homes built In "Levit­ 
town. Pa " This figure is arrived 
at through the fact that there will 
be about "4/10 of an elem entary 
pupil 
for every dwelling", with 
each elem entary school caring for 
about 560 pupils. 
Dr. Boehm states he conferred 
for several hours on Friday with 
representatives of l^evltt A Sons, 
Inc., and learned that already a 
22-acre school site has been set 
aside to serve the first 1,400 homes 
In the proposed 16,000-home city. 
"We figure on about 1.1 pupil*— 
elem entary, Junior high and high 
school- per home," he said, "w ith 
four-tenths of a pupil of elem en­ 
tary school age per home." 
The land for the schools will be 
purchased 
from the corporation 
as the city is built, Dr. Boehm 
said, adding, "W e’ll pay Just w hat 
they paid for it."
